M.Lively vyriteth that 
thetext is corrupt: Shaw by him it shouldbe, No Ebreyy 
told him ſo. Only he told him felfe fo, By equall autho- 
ritic he might make a nevy Bible ofhis ovyne head. He 
bringeth the Lxx. for his yvarrant, They tranſlate: Vaine 
thinges, as Shau; The anſvvere is calic. They tranſlate co- 
monly for Heathen capacity: vyvher Ievves ſtories yvould 
be hard for them. So they entitle the bookes of Samuel, 
The Kings. Becauſe Heathen vvould not ſoone perceave 
hoyv Core his ſonne should have ſuch atitle. SoHeathen 
vvould not ſooneſec hovy Ofce ſpake of ſeroboamms charge: 
and therefore the 1xx. take for Tzas, Shan; for Charge, 
Vain thigs, dealing moſt vvittily. This vvotk of M. Lively 
is ſolde in Paules. Butthe autor shoulg amend that: y ye 
may not crofle our ovyne ground: that the ſcripture is all 
pure &cleare, in one copic or other: and here in all that 
have bene ſpoke of. And M. Livehalone fighteth againſt 
all thevvorld: But that our Eccleſiaſticall authority figh- 
tcth in his alloyvancc, for him againſtour good.

yvord. The flooddeſtroycd all but cight, & ofall the men 
nothing remayneth but ſpirites in priſon, except eight ſa. 
ued inthe Ark, That ſeverity might have made themall 
vviſe. Yet Cham vvas not bettered: but his race called out 
Idolatry and Babels Tovverfor that. VV herevpon God be- 
reft the(e builders of the tongue that ſpake of hope in the 
redeemer, that they should no more heare of him, till Ba- 
belshould fall by Semin Cyrus & by ſaphethin Darius, vvhen 
Perſians and Medes tooke Babell. And among(t his ovvne 
people he reckoned the vyorldes age to that time, moſt 
exattly and playnly, yeares 3470. And then his Angell 
telleth Daniel for Darius and Cyrus , and all nations , of 
the Kingdome of Saluation :and nameth the redeemer the 
moſt holy : Meſlias the Gouerner: Meſſias that shall con- 
firme the coucnaunt vvith many: and telleth of his King- 
dome, hovv it shalbe in (ufferings . Indah ſavy the fall of 
$alomons kingdome, their hope: and the fall of Babel the 
glory of nations: & novy firſt experience might teach that 
the kingdomes of this vyvorld ynder the ſun, had nothing 
but vexation of ſpirit, Atthat time it vvas fit to tell all the 
vyorld of the Kingdome of heauen: vvhen leyves & Gen- 
tiles ſayyall the carth curſed. The Ievves kingdome had 
fallen: and they vvere told that they should neuer haycan 
earthly kingdome more: and Heathen kingdomes vvere 
Shevved to be as ſavage beaſtes coming out of the great ſea 
toſſed vvith many vvyndes . So in that opportunity arr 
Angell, called Gabrie/, the mighty man of God, vvhome 
Daniel had ſecne beſore, cometh in the Evening to Daniel 
praying fora returne home, for his people to reſtore their 
religion : and telleth him that his prayer vvas heard, that 
leruſalem $halbe reſtored , as Eſaie foretolde Cyrus Should 
doit, that mount S/9nshould haue ſacrifices ſcauen times 
B the 
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'o Corruption 17! 0ur 
the ſpace cfſeaventy yeates captivity, that is, 490. Yeres, 
B: rt exactly then the Sen of God vvould confecrate him 
ſciicroernd Moſcsand to bringin an Eternall redemption: 
andas he had Oxen and shcepe in ſacrifices for his body, 
& their blood for the blood of hiscovenant : hee yvould 
confirmca convenaunt forall nations. 

As the Golpellrccordeth vvhat he hath done, leaving 
bread for his body in ſcale of covenaunt, and vvincfor the 
nevy teſtament by his covenant: Soat his death he should 
end Moſcs I avves,& all Leviticall tunQion:that no Moſai- 
call ſacrifice shouldafiervvardes be layvtull. And the time 
of all this matter is clearly & ſtrictly ſet dovvne:that Crus & 
Darins knevyv vihenithe ſonne of God vvould vvorke rc- 
demption: in vyhich hope 49000. levves leave pabe/tor 
lexuſaiem, andiſo many of !ſrac// as had hope of Salvation , 
thought of /eruſalemin all countreys vyhere they vvere {cat- 
tercd. Alſothe Sonne of God is called by Gabriel, as vvas 
faid, Mcſlias: in ſuch Ebrevyas it wuſt ncedes be a propre 
name: vvhichis not againce in all theold Teſtament: and 
Saint /o/» for Mcſſias chap. 1.and 4. forceth vs to looke vn- 
tothe Angells (peach: and ſtillthe nameoft CHRIST 
throughthe nevy Teſtament; in ſo much that todeny 
MESSTIAS here to mcanc Oar Lord and Saviour, thatis 
nothing els but todeny all the Nevv Tcitament. 

Belides, for certainty of all: God telleth that by the 
tenth pait of this timcexactly, from the leavetoreturne, 
Teruſalem $halbe vvalled, but not vvithout much adoc: 1o 
forty nine yercs arc ſet alone, vvith the ſtories of 4900. 
thoutand leyves interlaced, leaſt Heathen lyes should break 
the trueth of the Chronicle. VVhen God had given Cyrus 
ail the kingdomes of the carth, then he maketh a decree to 
build the Temple; and to giye a ſublidicthroyv 1 2 o. na 
tion

tions, to help the Ievves home. Long vvarres had Cyrus 
aforc he became ſo great. Eſaydid name him by his name, 
and foretold of his victorics; And Hcathen doe record 
them; and Luaanrecorweth, that Cyrus hved 100, yeares: 
and Xenophon, that he very yong began vvarre; ſo his glory 
might vvell by Greektes begin vvhere ſcripture placeth the 
Chaldean: tovvhom Heathen Greetes give no ſuperioriti 
overthe Perſians. After Cyrus tooke Babel, he reigned three 
ycares: vvhen Damel falted becauſe the building of :he 
Temple vvas hindred by letters vyvritten to Artavata na- 
mcdin Ezra 4. andcalled Prince of Per//a, Dan. 10. And 
ſoone Cyrus might dye. Othervviſe Paxre/yvould ſtirr him 
tofurther his ovvnedecree : and Herodot bringeth his death 
nearc Babel tall, by Scythian Thamar. _Avtaxata or Cambyſes 
had reigned [o long vvith his father, that he had put to 
dcath all the chief Nobility : By Lacianciting Perfique vvri- 
ters: andafter his hinderance of the Temple, Chriſt vvith 
his eyes, like a flame of fire, Dan. 10. vvould revvarde him 
according to his vvorkes: being Can-bihes, aPrince of 
Shame; and Heroaot shevveth his badnes andquick death 
after his ſole governement. Andascounſellers prevayled 
all his dayes to hinder the Temple, vvhich counſels hardly 
could belong vniforme, that record in Ezra 4. arguerh, 
that he reigned not long (ole Emperour : though Heathen 
inClemensgive him 19. yeares, vvhich might bealmoſl all 
vnder his father. Next cometh the King vvhich maried 
CAL0(ſa Heiter famous in Hel/lanicus for jnventing Epiſtles, as 
he rhought.cMardechay telleth of her Letters through 127. 
Provinces for the levves ſafety: And'of them Hel{anicus 
mightſpeake. Mefter vvas maricd to him in his ſeaventh 
ycare, Soherſonne Darius Artaxaitz mentioned Ezra 6. 
vert, 14- might b* ax yearcs = his tathers tyvelfih, mC- 
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12 Corruption in our 
toned by M ardechat then aQtiue, though he vvere caryed 
tO Babil vvith King Jechoniar. This King E/ers huſband is 
called Darius in HZerodot , and Cteſtas: and he lyved by Creſias 
4 3 yeares, and by Herodotus he vvas 20. vvhen Cyrus VVeEnt 
to.\94414, vpon the taking of Babe/: and dreamed of his 
Empire, Soif Cambyſes called _Artaxata by his Imperiall 
name , reigncd aficr Babels fall 7. yeares. Darius had 
16. v\ho by his Imperiall name is Oxyares, Aſſuerus Or Xerx. 
1Tvvolonnes helctt, vvho gently ſtrove for the Empire, 
vvhile nciher ſought to defeat the other , as /#//zne rccor- 
deth: and Herodot recordeth that Arhoſſonne, borne at- 
ter the father yvas Emperour, prevayled. The vviſedome 
of Mardechai and Nehemiasand Efer, might cauſc that qui- 
ctneſle : Secing Mardechai vvas a chicte in the kingdome. 
And iomevvhat theyong yeares of CHoſlonne: tenn 
at his fathers death . So the other brother hath his fathers 
Imperiall name Xexx, Ft. 10. by the Jeruſalem copy in 
the Maſiorerh. This Xeys ſix yeares prepared yvarre for 
Grecta, in his brothers minority. V Y hen he vyas in Grecza, 
then vvas Aroſſaes ſonne 16, and might vvell licence the 
buylding of the Temple : and take the other Imperiall 
name <Ariaxa#a, being King of wr, or Babel: before 
he vvas ſole Emperour, and mention prayer for the Kings 
ſonnes : and acknovyledge Gods vyrath in the oyerthrovy 
of Xerx, for hindering the Temple And the ſtyle of 12- 
ge Shevvcth that he exhorted the returned vyherof ſome 
ad ſcene Salomon Temple, to builde before the King gaue 
leane: othervyile cxhortation yvere cold. Andſecing 
Heſter vvas of Bentamin, in vyhoſe tribe the Temple vvas 
builr, Sems {one by Elamand Arphaxad yvas fit to be the bui- 
der. And God proſpered him and his ſonne , and his 


grand childe. No other yyould ſo fayour Jvda:; In his 
(ccond 


ſecond he authoriſeth the Temple, vvith great charges for 
facrificeand vvith menacies vpon the hinderers : in his ſixt 
it is buylt: In his ſeaventh he ſendeth #zr4 to ſer forvvard 
layves, vvith great giftesfrom the Perſian vyorthics: being 
taught vvith the King the religion of God. In his tvven- 
tierh Nehemas the thirdin the Catalogue of the returned, 
vvalleth the Citic: by ſeayen (eauens from the ſcaventicth 
of Babell. And leruſalem is not more vvalled by ſtones, the 
trueth of ſtory: to check Heathen, by the Chronicle. yvhE 
49000. leyves teach vs to make from Cyr; decree to build 
1e74ſalemvnto the building but 49. yeres, vvher Pers7an; ha- 
ve lince their ovyn chalengeof Empire 149. So that 100. 
muſt be cut off: vyhe yye examine their time as they rouch 
the 490. yearcs, told ynto the Kings of Semand 1aphet, for 
perſuading 14phet todyvell in the tentes of Sem: And there 
the Heathen Jeceyve, vvher Prophets moſtclearly corre 
their deceit : that Daniels chap. 10, and 11. andFzrar, 
2-3,4.5:6.7, AndNehem.and Eiter ,and_dgget,; acha- 
rice, and Malachi, chaſe their errour , vvhocan not ſtick to 
Heathen, but vvill yvreſt Gods vvord more groſlcly then 
any thingis ſpoken inallthe Moray. Yet our Eccleſi- 
aſticall bragge vyhat Maiſter Zively hath done againſt all 
theſe holy bookes. Particular textsand ſtoricsof Kinges 
Shalbe-comparcd vvith his learning : and our right reue- 
rend fathers shall ſce vyho bethe lyersagainſt all duty, and 
raylers againſt all honeſtie, ftoming out their oyvne shame 
as the ragig vvaues of the Sea, they shall reſume their oyyn 
phraſes : & by their cares heare their tongue.

goodly to obſcure the tyme of Salvation, shintng in Dane- 
e/more then doth the ſunnein his greateſt brightnes. Maſt, 
Lively hath dravvnc Olympiades into our Eccletialticall an- 
thoritic: to make vsa *koff toall levves of the vvorld: that 
vve looke by them hovv to vnderitand an Angel of light, 
ſent by thegrace of God to teachall the ſimpte vyorld: into 
rvholelippes ifgrace vvere not povvred, to be vnderſtood 
as ſooncas he ſpake : heathen vvould ſay Darrel ſavy no 
Angel.
